Oakwood Expands Cancer-care Services 


The Oakwood Healthcare System 
Cancer Center of Excellence has intro- 
duced the community to its newest fam- 
ily member: the Radiation Oncology 
Department at Oakwood Healthcare 
Center—Southgate. 

According to Gerald D. Fitzgerald, 
president and chief executive officer of 
the Oakwood Healthcare System, the 
new department offers "the best of both 
worlds": the highest technology avail- 
able in a facility accessible to the 
Downriver community. 

"The Radiation Oncology Depart- 
ment in Southgate houses all the nec- 
essary resources, so patients won'tneed 
to move from one facility to another for 
treatment,” he said. "This is one way the 
Oakwood Healthcare System is keep- 
ing its commitment to meet the health- 
care needs of people who live in this 
community." 

The new department — "built from 
the ground up," according to Anne Henry, 
administrative director, Radiation Oncol- 
ogy — houses the most advanced tech- 


nology available in a warm, community 
Setting. 

"The location is very convenient for 
patients in the Downriver area,” Henry 
explains, "and there's parking right out- 
side our door. Patients will have the 
comfort and confidence of knowing 
they're being treated with the latest can- 
cer technology." 

The department features three 
pieces of equipment: a linear accelera- 
tor, asimulator, and athree-dimensional 
treatment planning system. 

The linear accelerator, called a 
"Clinac 2300 CD," delivers radiation to 
the patient's tumorsite. Using new tech- 
nology, it allows operators to define the 
tumor area with tiny lead strips in the 
head of the machine (a "multi-leaf colli- 
mator’). This allows for more precise 
measurements, shielding more healthy 
tissue from radiation. With older linear 
accelerator models, cement blocks are 
hand-molded to define the treatment 
area and protect healthy tissue.

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Don't Give Up on Substance ae 
Abuse Prevention Efforts en a

Efforts to prevent abuse of sub- 
stances such as alcohol, tobacco, and 
drugs have gained notoriety lately 
because, according to Gannet News 
reporter Richard Whitmire, "The war is 
being lost, and America's schools must 
shoulder most of the blame." Though 
we cannot quibble with the statistics 
that show that anti-marijuana, alcohol, 
and tobacco campaigns are failing, 
blaming the schools for this turnaround 
in attitudes is like blaming the baby- 
sitter for Johnny's dirty diaper. 

In Whitmire's Detroit News/Free 
Press article of May 28, 1995, he talks 
about how school-based programs are 
attempting to teach the "just say no” 
message, teach children peerresistance 
skills, and sprinkle positive self-esteem 
onto the students. He remarks that few 
of the "canned" programs have helped 
students to stay clear of substance 
abuse. Interestingly, as his article points 
fingers at the schools, it says nothing 
about children's greatest influences. . . 
their parents. 

Comprehensive, glitzy, well-pack- 
aged drug-prevention programs are 
sought after by school districts in an 
attempt to pick up where the parents left 
off. What ashame thatthe schools must 
now be in the business of providing 
drug/alcohol/tobacco curricula in addi- 
tion to the three Rs. Do parents realize 
how much time teachers spend on this 
information? Further, why must school 
teach it at all? The pathetic but real 
answer is because parents have re- 
neged on their duties as caretakers of 
the children. They are not conveying to 
their children the perils of substance 
abuse. Furthermore, many parents are 
poor role models for their children. . . . 
Actions speak more loudly than words. 
"Smoking willkill you. Don't do it." (Com- 
mand issued as Mom/Dad lights up her/ 
his own cigarette.) 

The three-chair parenting analogy 
helps parents see where they are 





"sitting" in the war against drugs. In 
chair number one sits the parents who 
are unconscious incompetents. They 
send no strong messages about their 
values, morals, and belief systems to 
their children. These are the same 
parents who will not enter the school 
unless called by the principal orteacher. 
They are uninvolved in their child's 
academic career and spend no time 
reinforcing their child's confidence or 
self-worth. 

In chair number two, we have the 
unconscious competents. Theirchildren 
are on the fence when it comes to 
making good choices orbeing influenced 
by negative influences. Remember, if 
you put a white glove ina bucket of mud, 
it's not the mud that gets "glovey,” it's 
the glove that gets muddy! These chil- 
dren can be easily manipulated by their 
peers and are just plain lucky if they 
come out unscathed. Chair-number-two 
parents haphazardly getinvolved intheir 
children's school functions, only com- 
ing to teacher conferences, educational 
presentations, and school-related out- 
ings when they're feeling strong and 
confident about themselves. Many are 
Stressed out over relationship problems 
or work. 

Inthe third chair sits the consciously 
competent parent. These parents are 
the only parents who will consistently 
come to parent education workshops 
and PTA meetings, and volunteer at 
school. Principals and teachers can 
count on these parents to help in many 
ways, and appreciate their enthusiasm. 
These parents support their children 
any way they can. Research concludes 
that the child whose parent is actively 
involvedin his/her school career (home- 
work, conferences, volunteering, etc.) 
is the child who will make good deci- 
sions and be academically successful. 

The ideal situation would be for all 
parents to be in chair number three. It 
will be at that time that the schools will 
be able to get out of the business of 
teaching substance abuse prevention.
